The signing of the Orange Bowl 
contract at 8 p.m. last Saturday 
night in Miami also elevated Coach 
Bear Bryant to the pinnacle as far 
as football success is concerned. The 
wolves who were howling after Ten- 
nessee's 6-0 upset win turned into 
back-slapping lambs when Bryant' . 
boys squeezed the big Orange Bowl 
bid. after conquering Miami 21-6, in 
their season finale. 

Kentucky plaved in a minor bowl 
in 1947 when they defeated the Vil- 

lanova Wildcats. 24-14. in the Great

Thus Bryant has accomplished in 
four vears what all the other 
coaches at UK had failed to do m 
the more than half -century the 
sport has been played here.

citement. which thrills more than 
ha!: -million spectators each year. 
Regan In MM 
Miami's New Year's Day football 
classic started as a post-season con- 
test for the University of Miami, 
and the first two games were MM 
as the Palm Festival. The Orange 
Bowl itself began in 1935. with the 
idea ol an annual game between 
outstanding Northern and Southern 
teams. 

The first came was played before 
a sparse crowd of only 5.134 people. ' 
Buckncll won this inaugural strug- 
gle, defeating Miami, 26-0. Through 
the years, the seating capacity lias 
been increased steadily, and last 
year's Georgia-Texas clash, won by 
Texas, 41-28. was played with some 
60 000 spectators looking on. This 
vim's Ke-itucky-Santa Clara game 
will be staged before more than 64. 
000. a new attendance record. 

The Orange Bowl has provided 
some ot the top post-season football 
thrills. 

All-time tops in the spine tingling 
department was provided by Al 
Hudson, substitute University of 
Miami halfback, who intercepted a 
Holy Cross pass and ran it back 8!i 
yards for a touchdown that enabled 
Miami to defeat the Crusaders. 13-C. 
as time ran out in the 1946 game 
The game officially ended as Hudsin 
crossed the midfield stripe on his 
way to the game-winning touch- 
down. 

Pressing Hudson's run for thrill- 
producing honors was a 72-yard 
pass from Boyd Brumbaugh to Er- 
nest Hefferle in the closing mom- 
ents of play, that cleared the way 
for Duquesne to defeat Mississippi 
State. 13-12. in 1937. The pass 
traveled 69 yards in the air to set 
an all-time record in major bowl 
competition in the country. 

Greatest individual performance 
ever witnessed in the Bowl was 
staged by Georgia's Fireball Frankie 
Sinkwich against Texas Christian in 
1942. Sinkwich passed for three 
touchdowns, and scored one himself 
in plays covering 179 yards. Fran- 
kie's total ground gaining efforts, 
running and passing, amounted to 
382 yards, another all-time record 
for major bowls. 

One record that may be re- 
written by Kentucky's Babe Parilli 
in this year's game is the passing 
record of Georgia Tech's Jim Still, 
who hit 10 of 13 tosses against Kan- 
sas in the 1948 game. Three of his 
passes went for touchdowns, and a 
fourth was called back because of a 
penalty.

Kentucky has a bowl bid now. 
meeting Santa Clara in the Orange 
Bowl, but things weren't so joyous 
in Lexington two weeks ago when 
the Tennessee Volunteers, under 
1 Gen. Bob Neyland. came into town 
to score a 6-0 upset win over the 
Wildcats. 

Kentucky had been primed for 
this one. but so were the Vols, and 
Neyland maintained his perfect 
record of never having been defeated 
by a Kentucky term since he took 
over the reins nt UT in 192S. 

The Vols in winning 6-0 became 
the first SEC team to score on the 
Wildcats this season, and conse- 
quently the first team to hand the 
Cats a league defeat. Kentucky 
wound up its SEC year with a four 
and one record. 

Tennessee scored the lone touch- 
down of the contest in the first 
quarter when Gordon Polofsky, Vol 
fullback, plunged over from the one- 
vard line. 

After End J. W. Sherill inter- 
cepted a pass and returned the ball 
to the Kentucky 35-yard line. Hank 
Lauricelia. the brilliant tailback of 
the Vols, set up the winning touch- 
down when he passed to the Ken- 
tucky 23. and then Sizemore raced 
around the left side of the line to 
the Kentucky 16.
